KINGSTON, JAMAICA, Jan. 17—The second earthquake shock, al- 


most as severe as the first which devastated Kingston Monday, 
occurred 


this morning. 
A number of already 
tottering buildings tumbled down, 


bat'it is not believed there is any additional loss of life, nor second coii- 
ftygration. 
The English and Americans didn't escape death and in jury in 


Monday's disaster as at first reported. The first systematic search of the 
rttinis, started today, brought to light the bodies of a number 
of white 


persons buried in the collapsed buildings. Fully 50 whites are unaccount- 
ed for and it is feared many lost their lives.

A search of the first few buildings is sufficient to show that the ear- 


ly estimates of casualties are entirely too low. 
Upwards "of a thousand 


persons were killed, twice as many injured, and 00,000 are Tiomeless in 
Kingston and vicinity. 
Figures are given today of the estimate by Unit- 


ed States Consul Payne, that the property, loss in Kingston alone will ex- 
c^cd $15,000,000.

The full death list will probably never be known because of the in- 


cijneration of many bodies in .the resulting fire. The United States gov- 
crninen't probably^will.be called on today to^aid American victims of the 
earthqrikke.' Every white tourist on the island is in danger because of 
food shortage. • The natives can subsist a few days on fruits and vegeta- 
bles. The stench from putrifying bodies of men and animals is becoming 
almost "•unbearable. The shores of fie harbor of Kingstoa are sinking, 
and there is terror lest the city Slip into the sea. Eyery wharf not destroy- 
ed.byiire is said to have sunk into the sea or is rendered worthless. Sev- 
eral negro-looters-were shot by the guards last night.-;,.

]eft;>w.erev destroyed.

qpeiuSir Alfred escaped all injury. 


Gerald Loder was another who had 


a narrow escape. He was at the Ja- 
maica club in Hanover street, at the 
time.the building was demolished. 
He was thrown to the floor by the 
rocking of the building but a chair 
fell over him, protecting him from 
the falling timbers. He was dug out 
later with slight injuries.

The misery on all sides is indescrib- 
tble. Rich and poor alike are home- 
less. Provisions of all kinds are ur- 
gently needed. It is impossible to say

where anybody can be found. 


Looting and 
disorder, 
including 


raids on rum shops by the blaclts, fol- 
lowed the catastrop'ne, but prompt 
repressive measures 
restored^ order. 


Panic prevails, nowever, especially as 
the earth shocks continued and great 
numbers of the city's population have 
fled to the neighboring - countryside. 
Food supplies are beginning to be ur- 
gently needed, and tne demand on 
medical supplies has exhausted thf 
stock in hand.

Sir James Ferguson, vice chairman 


of the Royal Mail Steamship company, 
is among the killed. The loss of lifo« 
is very great, but the exact numbers 
are not yet known. --The dead aje be- 
ing buried under smouldering ruins. 
The mercantile community, suffered 
most 
severely; warehouses falling 


upon them. 
Many professional men 


are dead and injured. The negroes are 
looting. Ghastly scenes are being wit- 
nessed. All the shops have been de- 
stroyed and all the buildings in and 
aroiind Kingston are in ruins. Very 
few of them are safe to live in.

It is reported that an extinct 


volcano in the parish of Portland is 
showing signs of activity, but this has 
not been verified. No news has yet 
been received from other parts of the 
island of Jamaica, communication be- 
ing very difficult. 


The devastation would appear to 


have been confined to the vicinity of 
Kingston, one dispatch

To Be Carried By Government Ships. 


American Consul Reports. 


Washington, Jan. 17.—A brief dis- 


patch was received at the state de- 
partment, dated Jamaica, and signed 
"American Consul," stating that King- 
Vton had been destroyed and hundreds 
of lives lost, and stating that food was 
-badly wanted. As a matter of fact, i 
the signature to this dispatch was mis-' 
leading, for the consul is absent on j 
leave from his post. It was assumed 
at the department that the vice and 
deputy consul. William H. Orrett, at 
Kingston, had sent the dispatch.

i"ti.viciAC*r iu uio cuoiO&raiii to liitj urfe- 
proof safe is understood to convey as- 
surance of the safety of the consular 
records and papers. It was also re- 
garded as possible that the message 
might have come from Nicholas R. 
Snyder, the American consul at Port 
Antonio, on the island of Jamaica. 


However, the dispatch was regard- 


ed as warranting the taking of instant 
measures of relief, .'udeed, the navy 
department had bql 
in advance of 


this matter, for, N irough Captain 
Beehler, the officer in charge of the 
naval station at Key West, wireless 
communication was early established 
between the navy department and Ad- 
miral Evans, commanding the Atlantic 
fleet at Guantanamo, Cuba, and when 
Secretary Root later indicated the de- 
sirability of sending warships at once 
to the distressed island it turned out 
that Admiral Evans had anticipated 
the direction and had started on a tor- 
pedo boat destroyer, the swiftest ves- 
sel in the American fleet, for King- 
ston, ordering two of the slower bat- 
tleships to follow as soon as they 
3ould. 
The appeal for food supply 


flirected attention to the fact that, 
under ordinary conditions, none of the 
•government supplies could be used for 
outside relief save by special authority 
of congress. That fact, however, did 
not prevent Secretary 
Metc'alf from 


ordering two supply ships with full 
cargoes of food at pnce to Jamaica. 


• The war denarteent, ur to the close 
of business, had not acted upon tne 
application for food, but it is assumed 
that, in anticipation of the passage of 
the necessary legislation by congress, 
It will at least take care to get sup- 
plies to the island ready for the dis- 
tributing agencies. There are store* 
of food at San Juan, P. R., and at 
Havana that might be used for emer- 
gencies, leaving the department 
to 


draw later upon the large stocks at 
Kew York.

Admiral Evans' Mission., 


Washington, Jan. 17. — Captain 


Beehle'r, at Key West, has informed 
the 'navy department that he has re- 
ceived a wireless dispatch from Guan- 
tanamo stating that Admiral Evans, 
commanding the Atlantic fleet, has 
sailed from that place on the torpedo 
boat -destroyer Whipple for Kingston, 
Jamaica, to ascertain conditions and 
extend such aid as may 'be necessary. 
A later dispatch states that the battle- 
ships Missouri and, Indiana have fol- 
lowed Admiral Evans.

FLOOD CONDITIONS 


AT BUCKEYE LAKE 


An interesting situation is reported 


from Buckeye Lake. 
The water in 


that usually quiet and 
Pacific ex- 


panse has all but reached the limit of 
the danger point, and, according to 
the statement of Col. Win. Harlowe, 
the veteran fisherman and sportsman, 
of that region, there remain not to 
exceed a half dozen 
inches 
below 


flood stage. 


Already, says Colonel Harlowe, the 


reservoir is being tapped, and 
the 


heavy rush of waters drained off to- 
wards the mouth of the lacking. As 
the situation is at present, the waters 
have backed up and overflowed the 
fields and farms 
in all 
directions. 


The stream that rushes down through 
Hebron is full to the banks, and is 
pouring an immense volume of wat- 
er into the main reservoir. 


The effect is most noticeable so far 


as the animal creation is concerned. 
Frogs, snakes, turtles and fish are 
seen by the hundreds. 
Snakes and 


frogs usually dormant at this season 
have taken on a new life, and are to 
be seen in abundance.

ervoir, they fear that the chances for 
cutting ice will 'be slim, indeed, as it 
wil require at least a week of the se- 
verest weather 
to 
freeze this new 


water to a sufficient depth for ice har- 
vesting. 


The above report printed in a Co- 


lumbus paper is denied by residents 
near Buckeye Lake. 
The water in 


the reservoir is very high, but tlip 
flume gates are opened when the dan- 
ger point is reached and the water is 
allowed to escape before any carnage 
results. 


A telephone message this afternoon 


from Mr. Edward Grandstaff denies 
that^her is any danger from the high 
waters. 
Monday the water reached 


within 12 inches of the danger point 
and three flume gates were opened. 
Tuesdiy a fourth was 
opened and 


this reduced the volume of water un- 
til it was 17 inches below the danger 
line. 


There has been some overflow but 


no more than there has been at the 
usual spring freshets. 
The Licking 


creek has left its banks near 
the 


trestle north of 
the park, 
but no 


damage has resulted.

LOSS $510,000 A' WEEK. 


Cost of Municipal Ownership to English 


Wage Earners. 


During the years 1901-05 the rate 


of wages paid in Great Britain declined 
to such an extent that at the end of 
that period the "workers were getting 
§510,000 less a week than in 1900. The 
total loss ~m wages for the five years 
compared with the wage scale of 1900 
was more than $100,000.000. The par- 
liamentary report from which these fig- 
ures are taken records a reaction dur- 
ing the first half of last year, but the 
increase is but a bagatelle compared 
with the enormous loss recorded above. 


As England is the country where gov- 


ernment and municipal ownership is 
most general, these figures show that 
public ownership does not raise wages 
in general, but raises the wages of the 
few at the expense of the many. 


This tremendous reduction in wages 


is due largely to increased taxation 
caused by the losses of the government 
and municipal industries, for higher 
taxes mean higher rents and a general 
increase in the cost of production, 
which must be" offset in some way if 
England is to maintain her trade in the 
face of the world's competition. . The 
easiest - way to economize is to cut 
wages, and so the wage earner has 
had to pay for municipal experiments 
both in lower wages and higher rents. 


When the wage earner is asked to 


vote for municipal ownership he should 
bear in mind that at the same time he 
would vote for all that goes with it- 
higher 
living expenses 
and 
lower 


wages, perhaps no wages at all. Who 
benefits? The politician who gets a 
new popular issue, the politician's close 
friends who are put on municipal jobs 
and the large consumer who gets his 
service for less than cost. Where does 
the wage earner come in? He pays 
the bills. 


Philadelphia's Waterworks. 


The Philadelphia Public Ledger pre- 


dicts a general shakeup in the water 
department as the result of a recent in- 
spection of the pumping stations. 
It 


states that evidence of neglect and in- 
efficiency was found on every hand. 
This is not surprising in view of the 
fact that some of the "engineers" in 
charge of pumping stations were orig- 
inally appointed as coal heavers and 
owe to political influence their promo- 
tion to their present responsible posi- 
tions. The officials admit that the con- 
dition is serious, as much of the ma- 
chinery is so worn as to.be incapable 
of performing anything like its full 
duty. It is also admitted that much of 
the material received for repairs, etc., 
is defective and not in accordance with 
specifications. This condition has been 
known to memjjers of the council for 
years. 


Unfair Distribution of Cost. 


A special dispatch from Kirkwood, 


Mo., to the Chicago Tribune states 
that the municipal electric light plant 
ol that city has proved a failure. The 


enerating plant will be shut down, 


ami electricity will be purchased from 
a private company at one-third of what 
it has cost the city to make it 
The 


city will sell to Us customers at a 
price high enough to enable it to light 
the streets without cost to the tax- 
payers. 
This is typical of municipal 


ownership inequity—to force the users 
of electricity to pay for all the street 
lighting, although they are not bene- 
fited ,.ay more than the citizens who 
use gas or oil. 


Failure of Municipal Bakeries. 


The failure of the municipal bak- 


eries at Catania, Italy, is reported by 
Mr. Churchill, the British consul at 
Palermo. There was a $30.000 deficit 
in the balance sheet, and the request 
governing a loan of ?80,000 was re- 
fused by a royal commission. In con- 
lequence the 
institution 
has been 


closed. — United States Consular Be- 
tioris.
